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TOO MANY SEATS IN THE 
NEW BERKLEY THEATER 


Fifty-Second Street House Can’t Open Until It 
Is Inspected and Approved by Building 


and Fire Departments 


EW YORK, Dec. 29.—Because the Berkley Theater, the new legit. house 
in Fifty-second street, has a seating capacity in excess of that allowed 
by its present license it will not be permitted to open its doors to the 
public until a thoro inspection of the number of seats and the fire law re- 
quirement features of the theater has been made by the Building and Fire 


departments, according to 
Commissioner E. F. Cullerton, 
Department of Licenses. 

And only in the event that the in- 
spection results in approval of the 
house as it now stands can it open for 
Business. This is due to the fact that 
it has more seats than is called for on 
the license held by B. K. Bimberg, the 
owner of the theater, it was said. 

Bimberg has been requested, thru a letter, 
to call at Cullerton’s office regarding the mat- 
ter, and the Building and Fire departments 
have been instructed to make an investigation. 
Cullerton also stated that ne would notify the 
proper heads to keep a vigilance over the 
Berkley and prevent it from opening until an 
adjustment of the present status of the matter 
has been made. 

A consultation at the License Department’s 
headquarters of the license issued for the Berk- 
jey on May 2 revealed that the number of 
seats in the orchestra of the house is given as 
281, while the number in the balcony is given 
as 19, making a total of 300 seats, the maxi- 
mum number permitted for a theater the con- 
struction of which the Berkley is typical. 

A count of the seating capacity of the Fifty- 
second street house, as it now stands, dis- 
closed that there are 300 seats on the orchestra 
floor and nineteen boxes, or loges, in the bal- 
cony, each capable -of comfortable accommo- 
dating six persons. This would bring the 
capacity of seats up to 366, which not alone 
constitutes too great a capacity for this type 
of house, but also violates the license which 
was granted, in that the number of seuts 
stipulated at that time does not tally with ‘the 
number now actually existing in the theater, 
it was suid, 

The city ordinance regulating the construc- 
tion of theaters sets forth that a theater with 
a seating capacity greater than 300 must have 
an areaway of at least eight fect in width on 
both sides of the auditorium and at the pack, 
and that not less than two exit door into 
these areaways are necessary on each side and 
from the stage. The ordinance also stipulates 
that the front of the theater must have a width 
of twenty-five feet. The Berkley has but one 
areaway. 

Eugene Walter’s play, ‘“‘Thieves in Clover’’, 
is scheduled to come into the Berkley after its 
out-of-town showing, which begins in Scranton, 
Pa., January 7.

week by Acting Mayor Murray Hulbert. It

The purpose of the amendment was to re- 
vamp the building code so as to relieve modern 
theater structures from burdensome require- 
ments which were considered of no benefit ag 
to fire prevention. : 

Acting Mayor Hulbert vetoed the measure on 
the ground that the provisions in peesent 
law requiring sprinklers supplied with water 
from a tank located on the roof over tue stage 
and not connected in any manner with the 
standpipes shall be placed on each of the 
proscenium arch openings, at such intervals as 
will protect every square foot of stage surface 
when sprinklers are in operation, had been 
omitted from the new ordinance. 

Also, that the provision in the present law 
requiring that there shall be kept in readiness 
for immediate use on the stage at least four 
easks of water and two buckets to each cask 
painted red, and also requiring that there shall] 
be provided hand pumps or other portable fire 
extinguishers and at least four axes, two 25- 
foot hooks, two 15-foot hooks and two 10-foot 
hooks on each tier or floor of the stage, had 
been omitted from the new ordinance,

Menace Film Business 


Brandt, Head of M. P. T. O. of 
N. Y., Asks Hays To Take Steps 
for Relief From Non-The- 
atrical Exhibitions 


New York, Dec. 29.—The” growth of the non- 
theatrical opposition to motion picture theaters 
by the showing of films in churches, schools, 
dance halls and other places has led to a request 
being made to Will H. Hays that he abate the 
nuisance. <A letter was addressed to Hays on 
the subject this week by William Brandt, pres- 
ident of the New York State Motion Picture 
Theater Owners. Some time ago the exhibitors 
of Michigan publicly declared that non-theat- 
rical exhibitions had reached the stage where 


it was endangering the existence of regular 
theaters. 
Brandt not only calls attention to the 


unfairness of the practice of renting pictures 
to churches, Y. M. C. A, halls, town halls, 
schools and dance halls, but points to the fact 
that these exhibitions are given under dangerous 
conditions which might any day lead to a heavy 
loss of life thru fire. He points out that such 
places should be made to abide by the same 
rigid safety rules that govern the commercial 
theater for the safety of the public. 

The Hays office is reported as being in sym: 
pathty with the exhibitors’ stand on the ques- 
tion, altho no official statement was issued, 
Mr. Hays being at Sullivan, Ind., for the holi- 
days. However, Courtland Smith, secretary to 
Hays, had this to say: 

“The matter of licensing schools, town halls, 
churches and Y. M. C. As. has been receiving 
our attention for more than a year. One way 
that such a law could be enforced would be 
to restrict the showing of films to those places 
having a permit showing proper fire equipment. 
As for the showing of films outside of the 
theaters, that is also & matter that will be 
taken up. The non-theatrical element is too im 
portant to be ignored. Directed in the right 
channel it will become very powerful."’ 

William Brandt issued the following statemen: 
on the matter: : 

“Recently the Motion Picture Theater Owner« 
of New York State have been receiving a great 
many complaints regarding the unfair competi 
tion of non-theatrical opposition, such as 
churches, Y. M. C. As., town «halls 
dance halls, opera houses and so on. 

“Exhibitors have complained that these places 
are not subjected to the rigid requirements 
which a theater has to undergo, such as proper 
facilities for exits, fire appliances, ventilation 
and a host of other requirements. 

“The nontheatricals are not obliged to pay 
a federal seating tax, a local license fee nor 
charge a tax on their admissions, while the 
theater is obliged to do all these things. While 
not paying much for film rental, or in many 
eases nothing at all for the service, the non- 
theatricals invariably undersell the local thea- 
ters on admission price. 

“The New York State organization has been 
very apprehensive for some time that an acci- 
dent in a wooden town hall or other building 
while showing film would bring a dire reaction 
upon the entire industry as a whole, with more 
rigid requirements, stricter inspection for the 
theaters and the apathy of the public following 
a disaster. 

“It has felt that some definite action for 
the regulation of film in non-theatrical enter 
prises should be brought abon and I have writ- 
ten to General Will H. Hays making the sug- 
gestion that all applications for the request of 
film for showing in non-theatrical places that 
charge admission fees should be passed upen by 
the local joint arbitration committee in the 
particular zone where the application comes 
from, 

“With three exchange men and three exhib- 
itors sitting om that committee to pass on the 
several different aspects that enter into the 
showing of film to the public a great deal of 
the unjust, oppressive and unfair competition 
that now exists would be eliminated. 

“This competition has reached proportion< 
where it can no longer be disregarded, for 
what bad been a privilege bas become a tri 
mendous abuse, which threatens to kill th 
goose that lays the golden egg in the form o 
the exhibitor’s box-office.”’

OF BRITISH EXHIBITORS 


Says They nie Grecveet by 
American Pictures, But 
Public Is Not 


London, Dec. 31 (Special Cable to The Bill- 
board).—British exhibiters are obsessed by 
American pictures, but the public is not, de- 
clared Sir Oswald Stoll yesterday, when he 
presided at the annual meeting of shareholders 
of the Stoll Film Co., Ltd., and was explalning 
why picture theaters had done less business 
than usual during the past year. 

Ile declared that the British public resented 
having to find #25,000,000 a year to send to 
America in payment of the war debt, and was 
becoming more and more averse to paying for 
United States pictures as well. It was foolish, 
he sald, for exuibitors to expect the people to 
take a keener delight than ever in American 
pictures, and exhibitors in that mental con 
dition seemed to require medical attention. If 
they persisted in forcing bad and indifferent 
TU. S. films on the British public they would be 
helping to close the doors of hundreds of mov- 
ing picture houses before long, Stoll declared. 


THEATER MANAGER MURDERED 
IN TRYING TO HALT BANDITS 


Lansing, Mich., Dec. 28.—A youth register- 
ing as Martin Woesler, 19, of St. Louis, Moe., 
is being held here for the robbery and murder 
of Peter Hall, manager of the Plaza Theater 
Mr. Hall, a young married man, and nephew of 
W. J. Hall, owner of the Plaza, succumbed to 
a bullet wound in the right lung Sunday night, 
December 23, a few minutes after he attempted 
to check the flight of two fellows who accosted 
him near the box-office and took a box con- 
taining the day’s receipts. Woehler was cap- 
tured by Officer Claude Boyles, who was at- 
tracted by Mr. Hall's cries for help and the 
sound of the shot. The second man escaped, 
but his body was found in an automobile near 
Portland, Mich the following morning. He 
was indentified by Woehler as William Baum- 
gartner, 24, also of St. Louis, and is believed 
to have killed himself when the gas in his 
machine gave out and capture seemed certain. 
Baumgartner’s body was shipped to relatives 
in the Mound City, who claimed it. Woehler 
alleges his companion did the shooting, and 
Says they were in Lansing for four days prior 
to the crime. 


SUNDAY VAUDE. PERMITS

Boston, Dec, 29.—The recent ruling of the 
Department of Public Safety, Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, requiring booking offices to sub- 
mit about a week in advance complete details 
of acts that are to appear in Sunday vaude- 
ville concerts has burdened a great amount of 
work on the local booking offices.

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BRIEFS ARGUED IN SUIT FOR 


INFRINGEMENT OF COPYRIGHT 


Decision To Be Made by Judge Learned Hand in 
“Kalua” Action Will Establish Copyright 
Law Precedent 


New York, Dec. 21.—Briefs were argued be- 
fore Judge Learned Hand of the United States 
District Court on Saturday morning ip con- 
nection with the infringement of copy right suit 
brought by Fred Fisher, Inc., against e B. 
Harms Company, Charles Dillingham, Jerome 
Kern, Edward Royce and Anne Caldwell, on the 
ground that the song **Kalua”™ had a bass ac- 
companiment similar to that of “Dardanella”. 
The briefs were submitted by Attorney Julian 
T. Abeles for Fred Fisher, Inc., and Nathan 
Burkan for the five defendants, at the request 
ef Jedze Hand, who recently reconsidered his 
decision In faver of the “Kalua” camp when he 
came to the conclusion that the point involved 
was very fine and that he might have becn in 
error. 

The hearing resulted im counsel for Fisher 
agreeing to drop proceedings against Anne 
Caldwell, who wrote the lyric of ‘‘Kalua”, and 
Edward Royee, who staged the show, ‘Good 
Morning, Dearie’’, of which the song was & 
part. Also Attorney Abeles asked for time 
until next Friday to submit another brief in- 
volving the point as to whether or not it was 
necessary for him at the trial to have placed 
the composer of “‘Dardanella’’ on the stand to 
deny that he got the idea of the bass from 
Weber's “Oberon”. 

The two important questions argued when the 
briefs were heard was the distinction between 
patent and copyright law, and did attorney for 
Fisher have to place Johnny Black on the 
stand to deny that he ever heard ef the 
figure used in the mermaid song from *‘Oberon"’ ? 
It was the contention of Fisher's counsel that 
it had been stipulated on the court record during 
the trial that the bass used fn ‘“Dardanella’’ 
was an estinato accompaniment never before 
used in a popular song. The mermaid figures, 
it is claimed, are different in number and are 
not used in ‘‘Dardanella’’. It was also brought 
out by Attorney Abeles that even tho a similar 
figure did exist in ‘‘Oberon"’, it did not preclude 


the “Dardanella’’ composers from securing a 
copyright, as deliberate copying of the figure 
bad to be shown. The law, he said, allowed 


a composer to copyright his music regardless 
of existing similar compositions provided the 
werk of the composer Is his independent labor 
and there is nothing to show that he did any 
pirating. If such was the case, Attorney Bur- 
kan argued, then from now on neo one in the 
years to come will ever be able to use the 
recurring bass as used in ‘“‘Dardanella’’. Judge 
Hand explained that this was not the case, 
for if independent labor is proved it may be 
used at any time. But tn the particular case 
of Jerome Kern, who wrote ‘‘Kalua’’ about a 
year after ‘‘Dardanella’’ was the most popular 
song on the market, it stood to reason that he 
must bave heard of the obstinato bass used in 
this song. The court said that such must be 
assumed as in the use of circumstantial evi- 
cence. 

Judge Hand took time to explain thot the

past no definite decision has ever held good. 
The paramount issue will be the distinction 
between copyright and patent law, Patent law 
has been the dec ding factor in many cases 
as pointed out by Attorney Burkan in his 
brief. This law, as in all patent cases, gives 
the inventor the decision who can prove prior 
use regard ess of actual time of respective in- 
ventions coming into existence. 


Many copyright decisions from all parts of 
the country were cited by both sides. Judge 
Hiand also brought up the question of damages 
in the event he found for Fred Fisher, Inc. 
He asked whether damages were to be de- 
termined as an Injury and the profits sought, 
or whether to go according to the ecopyrizht 
law which allows the winner of a copyr ght ac- 
tion one dollar for every copy of sheet music 
sold, hundred dollars for each infringing 
performence, and eight cents on mechanical re- 
productions of the song. Attorney Abeles said 
that he would take the course alowed by the 
copyright law. Close to a million dollars in 
damages may be awarded in this manner, but 
during the recent trial Judge Hand mentioned 
the fact that he would keep the damages down 
to a minimum, as the point involved was so 
fine.

progress, A conference was held by the pub- 
lisbers in the offices of Abner Greenberg, at- 
torney, of the Loew State Theater Building, 
where plans were formulated for the organ- 
ization. Another conference js scheduled for 
early next month when a number of out-of- 
town music men, especially from the Middle 
West, will arrive in the city. The new as- 
sociation is expected to be a smaller edition 
of the Musie Publishers’ Protective Associa- 
tion of which virtually every big publisher of 
popular music is a member. 

Foremost among the things discussed by the 
publishers was the so-called blacklist against 
some of them alleged to exist on the larger 
vaudeville circuits, Their songs, they said, 
were not being used by big-time acts because 
of an understanding between the Vaudeville 
Managers’ Protective Association and the big 
publishers who had a reciprocal sgreement. 
Only a big independent headliner could afford 
to ignore this alleged agreement and even then 
they usually thought about it twice before 
putting in a number not wanted by the V, M. 
Pr. A. 

As to their relations with mechanical com- 
panies, the music men say it is the same old 
story of ‘‘Go out and create a demand for the 
song.”” A big house, they complain, merely 
releases gq number with no special assurance 
in most cases that it will be plugged, yet the 
phonograph record companies put it out just the 
same. On the other hand the smaller con- 
cerns spend money and concentrate on a song 
fur months, yet the recording managers do not 
give them a thought, excepting when a song 
proves a terrific hit and they must release it. 
With the aid of the radio many of the little 
music men have created a good demand for 
their wares and actually have put over sev- 
eral big hits, they claim, yet it is hard to get 
the big record companies to listen to reason, 

With the leading jobbers and chain-store or- 
ganizations considerable trouble is also experi- 
enced, say the publishers, who find it an en- 
durance contest to secure a listing of their 
songs. ‘The few big publishers have every- 
thing sewed up,’’ is the reason advanced by 
the music men who wish to band themselves 
together and fight the opposition, who, they 
Say, have a powerful weapon in the Music 
Publisher's Protective Association which is 
alleged to be for the big moguls mostly. 

Hoping to enlist as much as possible the aid 
that broadcasting will give their catalog, the 
newly formed organization is arranging a tieup 
with the National Association of Broadcasters, 
end also wishes to go on record as being op- 
posed to the license fee demanded from radio 
stations by the American Society of Composers, 
Authors and Publishers. 

A little publisher, if he has the song, can 
become overnight as powerful and big as any 


of them, is the attitude of the members of 
the American Association of Independent Pub- 
lishers, who believe their catalogs and writers 


are as full of potential hits as any other cata- 
log or writing staff.

Review 
Part One—Scene one was a silk drape fer prolog on the show by prin- 


cipals and choristers and a classy ensemble it proved to be. 

Scene twe was in elaborate cottage garden set for Jessie Reece, a pretty- 
faced, slender-formed, bobbed brunet ingenue-prima of the intellectual, re- 
fined type, to sing in a sweetly modulated voice, accompanied by an ensemble 
of ingenue-gowned girls. Al. Hillier, a light, crepe-faced, clean-attired Hebrew 
conic, in a bench bit with Prima Reece with booze prunes, brought on Fronk 
Harcourt, an eccentric comic, in grotesque attire, who folls for the candy, and 
on spitting it out it explodes to a louder explosion of laughter from the au li- 
ence. This is followed by Comics Harcourt and Hillier ragging Uniformed 
Cop John Grant in song, and this in turn by Babe Healy. a pretty-face, slender- 
formed, bobbed brunet ingenue-soubret, leading a number in which it is notice- 
able that B:ibe has discarded her former pallid facial makeup for one with 
red, rosy cheeks, which make her far more admirable. It is also noticeable 
that Babe has taken on weight and her form is far more rounded than in 
seasons of late. 

Scene three was a drape for Hazzard and Spellman in a toy soldier dance 
that was admirable in makeup, mannerism and unison in dancing 

Scene four was a pictorial hespital drop for Grant as a typical straicht 
to stage a waiting-for-new-born baby to Comic Harcourt and a flirting ses- 
sion with Nurse Healy, and in this bit Grant proved his ability as a light 
comedian. The baby bit led up to the next scene. 

Scene five was a fancy inter‘or for a mixed group bit. in which a baby 
and dog, with the assistance of Ingenue Healy and Prima Reece, with Grant, 
Harcourt and Hillier, made much clean and clever comedy. Jn this scene 
Rose Hemley, an eversmiling, vivacious, bobbed brunet soubret, came on for 
a song and high-kicking-dancing number that was full of pep and personality. 

Scene six was a s'lk drape for the Stephens Sisters, pretty-faced, sparkinge- 
eyed, well-formed, bobbed brunet singers and dancers, who were the personifi- 
cation of sweetly modulated vocalism and girlish gracefulness in dancing. 

Scene seven was a tenement house and street scene for Soubret Hemley as 
an East Side girl in song and dance, accompanied by an ensemble of Faust 
Side boys and girls. In this scene Straicht Grant, in a dual role, and “IT Want 
Someone To Choke”, was sufficiently dramatic to receive a big hand on his 
exit, which was burlesqued by Comic Hillier and Soubret Hemley in a comedy 
song recital for applause. 

Scene eight was a drape for Straight Grant and(@emic Hillier in dialog, 
aided by Comic Harcourt in convict-stripe attire, followed by Prima Reece 
as the murderer of the Chicago shimmie for laughter and applause. 

Scene nine was a full-stage siik drane set for the Stephens Sisters to put 
over another graceful dance a la Spanish, in which they were personally en- 
trancing, and the choristers likewise in their picturesque ensemble. Straight 
Grant, as the gambling magician, with the apple-and-bottle-under-pipe bit, 
worked it on Prima Reece and Comics Harcourt and Hillier for more laughter 
and applause than has ever been given the bit. Hightower and Jones, two 
colored boys, in green satin minstrel-men attire, came on for a song and 
dance number, followed by Ingenue Healy and an ensemble attired like- 
wise, followed by the other principals in similar attire, for a dancing finale.

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sCh MILLS, INC., has taken the jnitiative 
J on a move that has troubled the minds of 

many publishers and raised the price of its 
orchestrations to thirty-five cents. The concern 
does not consider this amount too much to pay 
for ten or twelve parts necessary for the aver- 
age hit song, especially when the arrangement 
is one of the best obtainable and equal to 
what passed formerly as a ‘“‘special’’. The 
raise from twenty-five cents is also defended 
on the ground that some 200 special editions 
of orchestrations are in the catalog in which 
there is no sheet music to exploit. 

Band and orchestra departments, insofar as 
actual returns on orchestrations are concerned, 
are rarely, if ever, on a paying basis. In fact, 
the wide-spread practice of sending out a dozen 
parts to small orchestras that use but half of 
them has been blamed for eating up the excess 
profits of such departments. The ‘‘orchestra 
clubs” run by most of the publishers result in 
at least twenty-four numbers a year being 
mailed for $2, and are mérely a gamble in the 
hope that the various orchestras will help 
popularize a tune. 

One concern that is a factor in the irdustry 
has cut out the ‘“‘club’ department altogether, 
and is holding out for twenty-five cents each 
for orchestra parts. ‘‘What is the use of get- 
ting out erchestrations to fill out the club quota 
when the songs mean nothing and the parts 
are sold at a loss?’ is the attitude of this 
eoncern. Other firms, however, failed to follow 
suit, but still consider cutting out the ciub de- 
partment, the membership of which is said to 
be largely composed of amateurs. 

Other concerns are expected now to follow 
the Mills’ example and boost the price of or- 
chestrations in hopes of putting the B. and O. 
departments on something like a paying basis.

In Chi- 
cago Tom Quigiey, for a number of years with 
Witmark, is now munager of the local Hearst 
office and is located in the Garrick Theater 
Building, with a competent staff. Several new 
songs have been added to the catalog for 1924.

“Song of My Dreams’’. With Richmond-Rob- 
bins, Inc., he recently signed contracts for five 
numbers. One of these, *‘Keep A-Goin’”’, a 
fox-trot novelty, is the plug song of the house; 
two are in the Gold Seal Series and two others 
will be brought out as popular tunes shortly. 
Another tune by Gay, incidentally the first 
song written in collaboration with another 
writer, Sidney Clare, has been placed with a 
big concern that sent the song to press before 
contracts were signed, so enthusiastic did the 
general manager become over it. It is called 
“The Ritz’’ and is a fox-trot novelty. 


Vincent Lopez, orchestra leader and vaude- 
ville artiste, has signed a new contract with 
the Okeh Record Company, which means that 
he will continue to record for that firm for 
some time to come. The January issue of the 
Okeh Company's house organ carries a cut 
showing Lopez seated with Otto Heineman, 
president of the General Phonograph Corpora- 
tion, while the general sales manager and mu- 
sical director are hard by anxiously waiting for 
the papers to be completed.

New York, Dec. 26.—There is now what may 
be called a local institution at the Empress 
Theater, St. Louis, where the Woodward Play- 
ers, a dramatic stock company, is housed. 

This conviction, of course, is based upon the 
fact, that the of this organization, 
which first appeared in St. Louis the latter 
part of September of last year, has been repre- 
sented by no sudden increase, but by a con- 
tinual growth.

Has Promising Outlook Despite 
Snobbish Attitude Toward 
Foreign Talent,’’ Says 
Cecil Fanning 


I know of no better example of an American 
born, American taught and American every- 
thing that goes to make up a successful 
concert artist than Cecil Fanning. This gentle- 
man the usual order of things by

Knowing all this, I sought Mr. Fanning out 
to get his opinion on some of the subjects 
uppermost in the minds of the singers of the 
present day.

“I would not advise any one to go to Europe 
to study singing, for Mr. Turpin advised me 
before I was twenty to stay in America and 
Zo to Europe as an artist and not a student, 
and I consider judgment very good, for 
Europe is the place to go for finishing and not 
for foundation.”’

CAN CHORUS GIRLS LIVE 
DECENTLY ON $25 A WEEK? 


Sam A. Scribner, General Manager of Columbia Bur- 
lesque, Says No—What Does I. H. Herk, General 
Manager of Mutual Burlesque, Say?—-Colum- 
bia Burlesque Pays Choristers a Minimum 
of $30—Mutual Burlesque Pays Chor- 
isters an Average of $25 


New York, Dec. 28.—Having received infor- 
mation that several organizations seeking a 
minimum wage scale for women were about to 
make a survey into the working and living 
conditions of chorus girls in theatrical com- 
panies, jocal and traveling, we made inquiries 
relative to the salaries paid choristers. 

Sam A. S general manager of Colum- 
bia burlesque, says that the minimum salary for 
chorus girls in Columbia is $30 a 
week, and, in the event that a chorister pro- 
duces the dan and ensembles, leads a num- 
ber or tuhes part in a specialty or scene, the 
ealaries are higher, according to the individual 
talent, ability and the work of the girl. 


As I. H. lerk, general manager of Mutual 
burlesque, declines to give out any information 
relative to conditions in Mutual burlesque, we 
interviewed individual managers of companies, 
at the sane time assuring them that we would 
not divulge our source of information, and sev- 
eral of them informed us that Mutual burlesque 
chorus girls receive an average of $25 a week, 
and it’s an exceptional case where a producing 
manager of Mutual burlesque pays girls over 
$25. 

Five dollars a week may not seem much to 
Many people, but to a chorus girl it means the 
difference between good and bad living condi- 
tions. Five dollars extra a week spent on eat- 
ing and sleeping means better health, mentally 
and plhysicially, for the girl who has to curtail 
on her eating and go to undesirable places for 
sleeping is more apt to become immoral than 
the girl who has sufficient to eat and a re- 
spectable place to sleep. 

Environment plays a great part in the lives 
of men and women alike, for good or evil. The 
average chorus girl who earns sufficient to live 
in respectable environments will live morally, 
while the girl who does not receive sufficient to 
live in respectable environments will seek less 
desirable with their attendant induce- 
ments to immorality. 

For several years past we have conducted a 
Hotel Directory in The Billboard for wo other 
purpose than to list hotels for the benefit of our 
theatrical readers, and we have appealed time 
and again to the managers of those hotels to 
make their rates sufficiently reasonable to en- 
able chorus girls to live in their hotels instead 
of being forced to seek less desirable places. 
The high of living tbruout the country, 
with rooms ranging from $10 up single in the 
larger cities and meals from 50 cents up, makes 
it almost impossible for a girl to live on less 
than $20 a week. Add to that clothing, medi 
cine, ete., and it’s beyond the comprehension of 
man how they do it, and do it respectably, and 
yet they do it, but the sacrifices that they 
make are appalling. We have seen them at 
breakfast with only a cup of coffee and a coffee 
cake on which to do a matinee performance that

ealls.for as many as twelve changes on and 
off stage, that ofttimes calls for running up 
and down long flights of stairs in between 


their many dance ensembles, in which they are 
expected to put pep and personality. Imagine 
a girl putting pep and personality in twelve 
dance numbers op a cup of coffee and a coffee 
cake. 

If the gross receipts of Mutual shows did not 
warrant the payment of $30 a week to chorus 


girls there would be some logical excuse for 
holding their salaries down to $25 a week, but 


for weeks past the managers of Mutual bur- 
lesgue houses have been flooding us with com- 


munications in which they boast of their gross 
receipts running upwards of $8,000 a week. 

We seldom touch on the receipts of houses 
on the theory that it is private business that 


scenery and costumes furnished by the Mutual 
Burlesque Association and that the principals in 
the various companies were to pay five per cent 
of their salaries as commission to the Engage- 
ment Bureau conducted by the Mutual Bur- 
lesque Association; further, that each show was 
to pay a booking fee weekly‘ into the Mutual 
Burlesque Association for the privilege of play- 
ing the houses booked by the Mutual Burlesque 
Association on what is known as the Mutual 
Circuit. 

That method of doing business continued until 
the I. H. Herk faction secured control of the 
Mutual Burlesque Association, and since then 
the franchise-holding producing managers have 


been induced to sign over their $1,000 held in 
escrow to the Mutual Burlesque Association to 
liquidate the claims of costume and scenery 


people, and yet they are forced to continue the 
weekly payment of $100 for scenery and cos- 
tumes, supplemented by $25 weekly to the En- 
gagement Bureau, for instead of the principals 
paying it as formerly, it is now up to the 
producing manager to pay it, for in many in- 
staaces the principals in the cast have refused

AGENCIES’ ACTIVITIES 


New York, Dec, 28.—Producing managers in 
many branches of theatricals are Gependent on 
booking agents for performers, and when a 
manager seeks their assistance and accepts 
their service in negotiations with performers 
it speaks ill for the manager who turns down 
a prospective principal in the agent's office, 
for him independent of the agent 
and offers him the salary asked for, minus the 
agent's commission, 

Managers should bear in mind that an agent 
has overhead the maintenance of an 
office, ofitimes with the salary of an assistant, 
t-lephone mailing, to say nothing of his 
personal expenses, which of necessity 
must come out of the commissions paid him by 
the performers he places with managers of 
shows.

“The Wild Westcotts” reminds me of 
the vaudeville artiste who learned the 
most marvelous dancing routine the 
world ever saw. During his first per- 
formance of it in public it suddenly 
dawned on him that he hid neglected 
to learn a “break”. There was no way 
for him to finish the dance. So he 
kept on repeating and repeating the 
routine, and the stage manager had to 
ring the curtain down to prevent him 
from dancing himself to death. 

That is just about what happens 
with “The Wild Westcotts”. The 
author tells « story, most of the time 
amusingly, of the matrimonial adven- 
tures of the Westcott family. Of the 
two daughters, one gets married, and 
we see her battling with the marital 
problems incidental to the first year 
of matrimonial bliss, more or less. The 
other and younger daughter is dee 
termined to marry a middle-aged man 
and pursues him with all the energy a 
vaudeville agent displays in chasing his 
commission. The man dodges her and 
she has to satisfy herself with another 
swain. That is, presumably she does. 
Also presumably, the married sister 
patches up a quarrel she has had with 
her husband. Again, also presumably, 
her husband obtains the business part- 
nership he is seeking, the funds for 
which have been lost by his wife in 
speculation. But the author of “The 
Wild Westcotts”’, after getting her 
characters in these situations, never 
winds them up. She adopts the course 
pursued with the vaudeville dancer, she 
rings the curtain down to prevent the 
comedy from playing itself to death. 
It is a method I do not commend to 
aspiring playwrights. There is no use 
in sending your audience out to finish 
the play for themselves. After all is 
said and done that is part of the 
author’s duty. 

Most of the play is entertaining, the 
second act particularly so. It is a bit 
reminiscent of “The First Year”, yet 
different, and the playing of Isabel 
Withers helps the piece immeasurably. 
Miss Withers is an accomplished ace 
tress, playing with admirable ease, and 
never straining for a point. She easily 
made the hit of the show aud thoroly 
deserved to. 

Vivian Martin played the aggressive 
flapper ard made a mighty good job 
of it. The part is repetitious, but Miss 
Martin invested it with some variety 
by skilled work. Elliott Nugent, in the 
part of a youthful saphead, was ex- 
cellent. He played with resiraint, yet 
made his effects with surety. Morgan 
Farley had a good role and got quite 
the most out of it. He was a fresh 
lad, but a likable one. I suspect this 
result was mainly the work of Mr. 
Farley, for the same dialog in another’s 
mouth might easily have been weari- 
some. As it was he managed to give 
is a natural and pleasing reading, much 
to his:und the play’s advantage. 
W. Boyd Davis was the pursuer of 
the flapper and filled the part admir- 
ably; Fred Irving Lewis, a broker, was 
well cast; Cornelia Otis Skinner, 
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rma Lee, Claudette Colbert, Leslie 
re aaa Charles Laite, Edith Campbell 
Walker and Douglas Wood were seen 
to advantage in smaller parts; Helen 
Broderick, as a candid maid of all 
work, got any number of laughs by 
sound, legitimate comedy playing. 

As to the play itself, I can only re- 
peat that for most of the time it is 
amusing. I think, tho, that an ending 
to it would please the customers bet- 
ter than the present bald way of get- 
ting the final curtain down. That may 
very well hurt the play’s prospects. I 
am inclined to think it will

One of the most delightful evenings 
T have ever spent in the theater was 
the one in which I saw these “Chester 
Mysteries”. It was not only a satisfying 
evening as far as dramatiecs were con- 
cerned, it also was informative. 

These little fifteenth century plays, 
beautiful in their simplicity, naive in 
their dramaturgy, are gems, and I can 
conceive no better way to celebrate the 
birth of the Christ-child than by pre- 
senting them. This performance was 
as deeply religious as any church 
service, it told its story just as rever- 
ently, it was immeasurably more ef- 
fective. 

Originally played by the-guilds of 
the town of Chester, England, in the 
churches, the religious atmosphere was 
preserved in this theatrical production 
by a simple and beautiful church set- 
ting. The organ and the singing of a 
choir also helped to create a devotional 
atmosphere. The simple wording of 
the plays, their downright sincerity, 
were most impressive. It was a per- 
fect presentation of the final glimmer- 
ings of the English drama, that drama 
which was to blossom ere long in the 
sun of Shakespeare’s genius. 

For the players and all concerned in 
the enterprise, I have nothing but 
praise. I do not think they world like 
me to assay their efforts in terms of 
the theater. They impressed me as 
doing their task from a wish to con- 
tribute something from the theater to 
this period of Christian rejoicing, 
rather than as a theatrical engagement. 
Let me record their names and pay a 
passing tribute to their sincerity of 
playing. Goldwin Patten, Sardis Law- 
rence, Edwin Strawbridge, Rosalie 
Mathews, Julia Hoyt, Mary Carroll, C. 
Porter Hall, Harold Winston, H. H. 
Macullum, Frank Conroy. 

This is the sort of performance that 
will help the theater. It will dignify 
it, it will demonstrate that it is not 
entirely concerned with mundane 
things. My earnest hope is that this 
fine expression of religious spirit in 
the theater will become an annual 
event.

In “Neighbors” Leon Cunningham 
has not lived up to the rich promise 
he held out in “Hospitality”. That play 
Was a vital drama of American life: 
“Neighbors”, similarly laid in homely 
American surroundings, lacks sub- 
stance. It has far too little meat on 
its bones to supply enough substantial 
fare for a whole evening. It really 
might be compressed into a one-act 
play to advantage. 

You see on the stage the interiors 
of two cottages, one occupied by the 
Hickses and the other by the Stones, 
Phoebe Hicks is going to marry Craw- 
ford Stone and the wedding is set for 
the next day. Papa Hicks is trying to 
grow an odorless onion and Mama 
Stone is the proud possessor of a prize 
rooster. The rooster claws up the 
onions and the battle is on. There is 
a first-class feud between the families, 
in which the almost bride and groom 
threaten to be caught and their ro- 
mance crushed. The gas of the 
Hicks house runs thru the Stone 
dwelling: the water pipes for the 
Stones run thru the Hicks cottage. 
One turns the zas off, the other shuts 
off the water supply. The feud rages 
fiercer than ever. It is brought to an 
end by Mother Stone discovering the 
old aunt of the Stones knitting baby 
bootees. The sight stirs her maternal 
feelings so deeply that she offers the 
necessary advances to patch wp the 
scrap and the play ends. 


In writing this play Mr. Cunning- 
ham has devised incident uwnon inci- 
dent to keep the play going, ‘but in 
between there are had bends. There 
are enough to these to produce a halt- 
ing effect on the play as a whole and 
on the night T saw it the tempo of the 
staging was laggard. Waughs there 
were, but not enough of them, and, 
since the sole aim of the piece was to 
produce laughter, to that same extent 
it missed fire. 

“Neighbors” is unevenly east. Josee 
phine Hull as Mrs. Hicks and Sidney 
Macy as Mr. Stone were thoroly good. 
Both gave exceptionally natural pore 
travals of the characters and were 
never out of key. Ruth Nugent, on 
the other hand, was weak as the 
Hicks girl. She seldom or never made 
vou feel she was what she purported 
to be. Warren Lyons, as the Stone 
lad, might also have put more vigor 
into his playing. Frederick Burton 
was Mr. Hicks and did well enough 
with the role, while Helen Strickland, 
as Mrs. Stone, was very good. Georgie 
Drew Mendum gave a delectable per- 
formance of a gossiping neighbor and 
Jessie Crommette, as the old annt, 
was just right. Brnee Elmore. plaved 
a timid clergevman well, Tom Brown 
and Helen Macks. two juvenile plav- 
ers, were most lifelike as the younger 
children of the two houses, and Al- 
ton Goodrich, in a small role, was 
quite all right.

Climbers and all sorts of peculiar persons 
sing and dance themselves into a musical 
comedy state of mind, 

Geo. M. Cohan has reduced the 
making of musical shows to a for- 
mula. He writes a lot of tunes, com- 
monplace enough to tickle the popu- 
lar ear; he writes a lot of nifties, then 
kids them; he speeds his show to a 
break-neck pace; when in doubt as to 
what to do next he brings on a team 
of dancers. It is a workable formula 
and one designed to satisfy the needs 
of an inordinate number of showgoers 
“The Rise of Rosie O'Reilly” is another 
Cohan show, model of 1923, and there is 
no reason to doubt that it will be any 
less successful than its sister produc- 
tions of other seasons. 

This is clean, fast, bright entertain- 
ment. It is also a show that satirizes 
the show, done with the flair that 
George Michael has always shown for 
this sort of thing. It is a dangerous 
practice, but it is so skillfully written 
and played, in this instance, that it 
never imperils the show. Bobby Wat- 
son, who is the arch-kidder, acts as a 
sort of flip “Chorus”, using the word 
in the Greek sense. He does it beau- 
tifully and besides, sings and dances 
well. A valuable man to have around 
is Bobby Watson. 

Virginia O’Brien is the Rosie, bred 
in the slums and graduating to the 
“upper ten” in true Cinderella fashion. 
Miss O’Brien Iacks dash, but is other- 
wise quite good. Emma Haig is thoro 
ly good, not only dancing splendidly 
but singing and carrvine off a role 
with the ease that betokens solid 
training. Jack McGowan is intrusted 
with most of the singing and does a 
workmanlike job with it. The danc- 
ing specialists, who are all entitled 
to high praise, are the Glorias, John-

“Hurricane”, by, for and with Olga 
Petrova, is nothing more or less than a 
collection of dull, droopy monologs, 
generation-old, on birth control, com- 
mercialized vice, love and _ interior 
decorating. Petrova’s ideas on these 
subjects might be shocking enough to 
interest a small-town audience of, say, 
seven or eight years ago, but to the 
present-day flapper—if there are any 
more left—they are as lacking in in- 
terest and novelty as the corset. There 
is little of dramatic action in the play, 
so it is assumed that Petrova depended 
upon the “novelty” of her ideas to get 
the show across to the customers. 

The first act is not wholly bad. It 
at least contains one fairly dramatic 
sequence and holds forth promise of 
interesting developments in the acts to 
come. But the dramatic incident re- 
ferred to is so crudely thettrical in its 
execution and so muddled by the 
shrieks, sighs, grunts and yells of the 
three persons concerned in it that it 
irritates the spectator, while the prom- 
ised developments are not forthcoming. 

This play which Petrova has written 
concerns the spectacular rise in the 
world of a peasant girl from Texas, a 
transplanted Russian. To escape the 
brutality of her father and the monot- 
ony and labor of the farm she runs off 
to St. Louis with a white slaver, who 
inducts her into the prostitute’s trade. 
She goes with him knowing exactly 
what she may look forward to, but 
willing to do anything to escape. After 
two years under the management of 
her patron she leaves him and goes to 
Kansas City, where she sets up in 
“business” for herself. The second act 
finds her in a cheap Kansas City hotel, 
where has won the altruistic 
of a physically deformed 
surgeon who is engaged in improving 
her mind that may go with 
him to New York and climb up another 
rung of the ladder of life. She leaves 
her “business” behind her. 

Five Inter we find her in an 
expensive hotel in Florida, socially ac- 
complished, financially 
cessful interior decorator 
and in turn is loved by a 
onee, seven vears before, 
at her Texas cabin when an accident 
befell his motorcar.

Hal Skelley, the comedian, labored 
hard—he was one of the best mem- 
bers of the cast, and drew laughs with 
a breezy style, altho his material was 
for the most part poor.

Not only did they 
read lines well, but danced in a man- 
ner to stop the show and made the 
only big hit—and the only real hit— 
of the evening. 

Kitty Kelly’s reading of lines was 
amateurish and of the school-girl va- 
riety. Dallas Welford, who starred 
quite a number of years ago in “Mr 
Hopkinson”, was there with his blus- 
ter and his blush.

Laura De Cardi in the 
role of Doris Dunn was stiff and con- 
strained. altho the part did not call 
for much: Louis Morrell in a bit did 
it most acceptably, as did also James 
Heenan in another bit. 

The dances were well devised and 
better by a good deal than anything 
else—especially the near-vocalization 
of Mary Hay, aided and abetted by the 
“Ladies and Gentlemen of the En- 
semble”. 

This is “Mary Jane McKane’s” “first 
sight of Broadway”, but unless I miss 
my guess or the show is fixed up a 
lot it will be her last.

“The Vagabond” is pretty much the 


regulation play of Old Mexico, with 
hoof-beats on the desert, gunplay. 
adobe hut, guitars in the moonlight 


anda “bad man”. It runs true to form 
in these particulars and does not de- 
part much from the traditions in its 
situations. 


The story is of a murderer who 
escapes from Arizona with a girl singer 
from the local saloon. The gunman 
rides over the Mexican border and the 
action takes place in a hut there. By 
and by the bad man of the neighbor- 
hood turns up, generally maltreats the 
murderer, fights the sheriff who is look- 


ing for him, and in the end gets the 
girl. 

None of this is told with any great 
dramatic skill and there is little thrill 
to the play. Essentially a melodrama, the 
action is so devised that suspense and 
punch are almost entirely absent. In 
other words, this is one of those melo- 
dramas that is one in name only. Truth 
to tell, the author does not call it such. 
He terms it a “romance” and it may 
be that, for all I know. Whatever it 
is, it is not very entertaining 

The cast is not one calculated to get 
the most out of the piece, anyway 
Anzonetta Lloyd, who is the girl in the 
case, is never convincing. She has a 
weak method, where this role calls for 
vigorous treatment if it is to »mount to 
anything at all; she never develops a 
character out of the part. Louis Ben- 
nison, as the vagabond himself, plays 
the part with a deal of suavity. It is 
not exactly in his line, but he manages 
it rather well. Purnel Pratt is excel- 
lent as the fugitive from justice, and 
Robert T. Haines is a convincing 
sheriff. Thomas FE. Jackson has a 
comedy role and extracts a few laughs 
from it, while Marie Vulray, Ann 
Reader and William Lambert do well 
enough with other «nd lesser parts. 

Scenery and costuming are excellent- 
ly done; the staging is all right. The 
play itself is mostly what is the mat- 
ter with “The Vagabond”. It is not 
enough different from the other plays 
of this kind to create much of a stir; 
nor as good as the best of them. It is 
neither good nor bad. Call it a mix- 
ture of both.

And, certainly, there can be few manage 
who would object to the maintenance of a high 
standard of ethics, professional and personal, 
among those actors upon whose 
their own fortune is based 

Equity has endeavored from the beginning 
to inculcate in the 


performances 


minds of its members a 
eense of their responsibility to their profes- 
sion. It has labored to protect well-inten 
tioned managers from temperamental and ir- 
responsible actors, of whom there are a few. 

A good actor is not made worse by the 
acquisition of this sense, and some ‘“‘had act- 
ors’ might be much the better for a bit 
of it. 


Bond Saves Players From Gamblers 


Members ought to be gratified to learn that 
every now and then we are able to save our 
members a great deal of money. It was 
fortunate, for instance, that we secured a 
bond from the President Players, Iaec., which 
played a four weeks’ engagement in Washing 
ton, D. C., and then suddenly closed on a 
Saturday night 

No salaries were paid for that week, but 
Equity was able to turn over to the actors 
not only the amount owing them for the clo-- 
ing week, but also for the following week, to 
which they were entitled in lieu of notice 

It is doubtful if such indebtedness could 
have been collected if Equity had not been 
forehanded enough to secure guarantees. 

Practically the same situation, tho differin 
in detail, has occurred with other defunct 
companies, 

Our trouble today in collecting is that the 
corporation laws don't assist us A company 
is formed and the regular procedure of regi-tra- 
tion, etc., gone thru. The capital js set 
at $5,000 or $10,000 o¢- some such figure: tho 
behind the regener expend that sum in a 
very little whil dig into the 
pockets for more 1 the laws, thot 
corporation is not liable for more than the 
amount of its capital stock. Of course it ix 
possible to serve stockholders notices and take 
ommon stockholders according to sf 
tion 57 of the General Code, but a list of 
Stockholders is difficult tu 
procure, and the people involved are often 
extraordinarily hard to find. 

Equity does not require a bond from any 
manager of established reputation, or from 
anyone who can give satisfactory references 
as to his financial stability, but Equity is

an of the most significant movements in the ¢ ntire range of the American 


drama is that which brought into being the Community Theater 
pa d : i . 
fowns which, deprived of touring attract ons, have decided to provide 


i 
themselves with drama, gradually, but nevertheless surely, open up a wide 


field for the dramatist and bring to their community a measure of culture 
which they would otherwis lack The theater is almost a necessity for a 
Civilized people; consequently if it does not come to them they will go out 
and create it for themselv: lor those leaders with an urge to start and run 


such an enterprise The Community Playhouse, by C. J. De Goveia, should 
prove very valuable. 

Now, just what is a “Community Playhouse”? The author of this book 
defines it as follows: “The author prefers to use the Community Playhouse 
as applying to those little theaters which, thru community co-operation, are 
able to provide their own dramatic amusement This does not mean that the 
Plays must be written by local dramatists, tho they often are; it does not 
mean that these local plays must be woven around local people, altho good 
work has been done along that line It signifies rather an institution which 
provides the means whereby a community, or a class of people large enough 
to support it, can give individual expression to their dramatic impulses, learn 
the technique of the stage and support the best plays of the type which 
appeals to them.” 

Within these limitations the author then goes on to give pretty precise 
directions for the forming of such an enterprise and the conducting of it. 
Imagining « group of people almost. if not wholly, ignorant of the manner in 
which this is to be done, this book will serve well as a primer for their guid- 
ance. The organization of the playhouse is divided into three parts, the 
Players’ Group, Audience and Building. Each one is taken up in its turn, 
analyzed, its functions explained and workable principles laid down for the 
handling of each 

The note which marks the book above everything else 
ticality. Mr. De Goveia leaves theory pretty much alone, 
of bdoks for that, and sticks to the why and the how 
quotes figures where they are needed, 
building and stage settings; 


is its intense prac- 
there are all sorts 
j of the problem. He 
gives constructional details of costumes, 
even tells you how to sell your tickets. In fact. the 
latter part of the business is kept before your eyes all the time. That is one 
reason why I like this book. Many a little theater has gone on the rocks be- 
cause its founders despised the box-office. and that necessary part of the thea- 
ter won't stand for such treatment. The amateur can always learn from the 
professional, who has gone thru the amateur stage. kept what is good from it 
and has discarded the rest. Let the amateur look to the “commercial” theater 
for guidance in the most commercial part of the enterprise—the box-office. 
{ have heard of theaters being built without dressing rooms, but never of one 
without a box-office. And our author cautions his readers in the following 
terms: “It is certain that a Community Playhouse cannot run without mons Vv; 
moreover, it must have a definite amount for the season in order to make out 
a budget.” Oh, wise young author! 

I have purposely stressed the practical nature of The Community Play- 
house, for, as I see it, such a book has been sadly needed in this field. This is 
the first attempt, to my knowledge, that has been made to tell people who 
want to know how to do it. I unhesitatingly voice my admiration for Mr. De 
Goveia and his work, and earnestly recommend that anyone contemplating 
such an enterprise read The Community Playhouse. They are not the only 
ones who should be interested in the book, there is plenty in it to warrant the 


attention of all those following the development of the drama in our country. 
I commend it to them also.

husky chap, had collapsed after taking his 
second curtain and upon be ing revived hecame 
so hysterical that he had to be conducted to 


the basement of the building by his fellow 
players, It took quite a lot of persuasion to 
bring our husky to normaley and meanwhile the 
audience upstairs waited a half hour for the 
final sketch of the evening. We took particular 
pains to inquire if the victim of stage fright 
would ever appear In q production again, wait- 
ing a few days so that he might have time for 
a reaction. We learned that he was cast for 
a role in a January production. 

Far more tragic, tho, was the case of the 
player in a high school Christmas play, who, 
depicting the suicide of the villain, ent hia 
throat with a razor in all seriousness, Nine 
stitches were taken in the youth's throat by 
a surgeon. The young player was overtaken by

SCENERY FOR THE 
LITTLE THEATER

\ ARCHITECT and rather proficient with 
A tovls and brush, it was my let to be 
elected stage manager of the Lutheran 
‘ rch “Dramatic Club. T! organization was 
rmed not only for the purpose of raising 
funds for church furtherance, but to provide 
amusement for the younger element. We hoped 
develop the amusement phase for the older 
members of the congregation who could not 
participate, even daring to dream that we 
might some day attract outside attention. 


We utilized the Sundar-school room for th« 
presentation of our productions. The room was 
equipped with a bare stage and draw « 
tain, which had been used prior to our birt! 
This, of course, caused some concern as the 
infant organization was as financially sound 
as the average Iittle theater group—eadly 
pressed for funds. 


f. 


However, nothing daunted, we embarked 
on our first theatrical venture, a mus le 
eds | tage was decorated with palms and 


fer borrowed from a local florist. Our sete 
ting for this production was complete. 

] s the undivided efforts of a competent 
press agent our play was well advertised, with 
the result that our treasury was enriched by 


Having once derived financial success, we 
awakened real interest in the community, 
whose enthusiasm relative to our little play 

rred us on to greater lengthe. The financial 
difficulties placed behind us, we decided to 
equip r stage with those scenic effects req- 
uisit to the correct presentation of con- 
templated vehicles. 

Our next offering was a two-act comedy, 
which required an interior set, including two 
doors, a window and a fireplace What to 
use was the first problem that confronted us 
As the stage was only eight feet high I de- 
cided, after some deliberation, as to materials. 
It became parent that beaver beard, which 
may bh purchased for about three cents a 

mre foot, was the most economical. We 
pur sed enough of this in 4x8-foot Pieces 
to make a complete set. The beaver board 
was mounted on frames constructed from 1x2- 
inch roofing lath securely braced to add stiff- 
hess and to prevent warping. 

The door and window openings were cut in 
and trimmed with standard four-inch trim at 
1 cost of about four cents per lineal foot. The 
doors were paneled with molding—odds and 
ends picked up in a local planing mill Asa 
double-hung Sash was inadvisable and 
difficult to construct we made casement sash, 
covering the lights with cheese cloth to serve 
“a8 @ substitute for glass. The whole was then 
set in place and masked off in front with two 


tormenters constructed of t same material. 


The entire set was painted with alabastine— 
4“ five-pound package of any desired tint may 
be had for 75 cents—and the marking of the 
brick and the high Nghte were done with show- 
ecard colors, costing 25 cents a bottle. 

The setting, when furnished, presented a 
rather pleasing picture at a cost of $52. A 
bullt-in footlight trough complete with fixtures, 
two strings of border lights and two improvised 
buneh lights, all installed by members of the 
organization, were included in the total ex- 
penditure, 

Our next production wags a musical comedy, 
“The Singing School’. Altho this play was in 
two parts, it required an interior set only. 
Our old interior, rigged up a trifle differently 
than before, was then repainted to represent 
1 district school, This was done at the nominal 
ost of $5, paint being the only thing necessary. 

Following this we presented a three-act fari «, 
entitled ‘Safety First", in which we required 
two scenes, an Interior and an exterior. Our 
old set repainted served ag the interior. For 
the exterior we purchased four yards of un- 
bleached muslin, three yards wide, at a cost of 
Oo cents a yard As this setting wae used in 
the last act I hung the muslin on two sticks, 
one at the bottom and oné@ at the top, so that 
it would not be necessary to move the drop 
until after the play was over I then sized 
the drop with ordinary glue size and painted 
it with shiw-eard colors, which are reasonable 
H price and easily blended, 

Wood wings were constructed from beaver 
hoard mounted on frames, one edge of which 
was perforated and which after being painted 
eave the appearance of foliage.

HINTS & SUGGESTIONS 


Study to make your moves matural. Rarely 
have I] seen anyone get a “pull” gracefully and 
naturally. Henry E, Dixey was one who did it 
exceptionally well. In the Vanishing Cigare: 
Dixey took the cigaret case from his ba: 
hip pocket, lit it, returned the case to bis 
pocket and in so doing . . . Get that! The 
top of the front hip pocket is another 
place (the crotch of the pocket, so to speak). 
It is not unnatural to place the band in the 
pocket and then... Get that too! 


Principles that are utilized in one effect can 
be applied to others. This seems to have been 
neglected to a considerable extent, most every 
magician thinking that he is compelled to pre- 
eent the effect embracing that principle th: 
same as described in the directions, or as som: 


other magician does it. As an illustration of 
adaptability, tho perchance not a very good 
one, an amateur magician around New York 


has fitted up a lead pencil with the Anti-Grav- 
ity Wand principle. Get your wits to work and 
figure out a few—it will pay. 


—— 
Let us have a little more ethics in magic. 


Avoid overloading tables or stands. Don't 
have so many pieces of apparatus on your 
tables that they really are in the way, which 
makes it difficult and awkward for you to pre- 
é6ent a smooth performance and furthermore 
increases the chance of knocking something on 
the floor. 


Don't stall. This is disastrous. If you have 
not a sufficient number of tricks to do the 
length of time required get more. If you 
haven't more do a shorter turn. Nothing an- 
noys an audience more than stalling and a lot 
of unnecessary talk. Get to the point—that's 
what they want to see. 


Disregarding the feelings or thoughts of others 
adds nothing to your effectiveness or popularit 
with them. For instance, if you are appear- 
ing at a church, social function or private gathb- 
ering where they do not like cards do not in- 
sist on doing card tricks. Using numbered 
cards instead of playing cards does not * those 
who do not like cards palliate the offense, .. 


Remember that you are a public servant and 
NOT a DICTATOR! I do not mean by this to 
lose your individuality or attack, or I might 
even add aggressiveness necessary to put your 
point over—but do not stretch It too far. 


Keep it in mind that ofttimes ‘Silence is 
golden."” Many a good trick or effect is spoiled 
by talking at the wrong time. 


Trying to do the Cups and Balls Trick upon 
a stage in a theater with a large auditorium is 
just as senseless as endeavoring to present the 
Asrah Illusion on a smal! platform in a small 
club room. Adaptability is a great thing, so 
also is a seuse of the fitness of things.

Try to see what NEW effect 
you can add—and make it a NEW year.

MORE M. P. LEGISLATION 
AIMED AT CONGRESS 


Reformers ens ,e To Have Fed- 
eral Censorship Bill Passed 
—Want To Control 
Salaries, Too 


New York, Dee. %1.—All signs point to 
Washington, PD. C., as being the scene of 
pitched battles for new legislation for and 
against the motion picture industry next year, 
Besides the campaigns of all exhibitors for 
the repeal of the admission tax, and of some 
exhibitors for the repeal of the music tax, 
conflict will be waged by reform elements to 
have passed a federa| bill to provide for censor- 
ship of motion pictures at their source—the 
producing centers. 

This latest attempt 
censorship law came to 
nouncement last yeek hy 
the official orgun of the 
Board of Education, that 
the church and welfare organizations to be 
held in Washington Felruary 13 a censorship 
bill will be formulated: and adopted for 
Presentation in Congress. Dr. Scanlon, editor 
ef ‘Moral Welfare’, has extended ‘‘invita- 
tions’’ to prominent film executives to attend 
the reform congress for the purpose of con- 
ferrine with the church representatives ‘‘on 
means of bettering the screen’’ 

‘mong the organizations pushing the federal 
censorship project are: The Anti-Saloon League, 
the Women's Christian Temperance Union, the 
Episecpal Chureh, represented by Canon Chase 
of Brooklyn; the Baptist Church, the Metho- 
dist Church, the National Temperance Society 
and the World Prohibition and Reform Federa- 
tion. 

The reformers propose that a federal motion 
Picture commission be created, composed of a 
chairman at £10.000 a year and six commis- 
sioners at $9,410, to be appointed by the 
president. This commission would not only 
have the power to censor pictures, but also to 
set prices for films and salaries for actors, di- 
rectors and all others concerned in the motion 
picture business.

T is my belief that any South Sea canniba)] would die of envy if he ever met 
a motion picture distributor face to face. The cannibal eats his fellow- 
but the distributor feeds upon himself, nibbling, unconsciously, per- 
upon his body, a finger, and an arm or leg at a time. What a 
strange picture the producer affords the observer! Constantly he is reducing 
himself by a process of interna] assimilation; he contradicts the theory that 
nothing can be made to entirely disappear, for what the distributor eliminates 
of himself is gone forever. 

With all the many unbusinesslike practices of the distributors—and the 
producers—nothing is so amazing as the custom of renting films to churches, 


man, 


haps, a toe 


which are in innumerable cases competitors of motion picture theaters. The 
church in every case has an unfair advantage over the picture house. It has 


no everhead expenses, it does not have to make a profit, it does not have to 
conform to the rigid regulations imposed upon theaters for purposes of safety. 

What theater in a small city or town can hope to exist for long with a 
church running pictures in opposition, under the above-mentioned conditions? 

Surely the distributors have at least enough intelligence to see that by 
renting pictures to churches they will eventually force the regular exhibitors 
out of business. Surely they must see that, with the regular theater out of 
the running, the church will be the only outlet for their films, and that they 
will be at the mercy of a buyer who operates on a non-commercial basis, and 
will, therefore, not have to run pictures as the regular exhibitor must in order 
to continue in business. 

The motion picture producers and distributors are now almost completely 
organized. Besides the Motion Picture Producers and Distributors’ Associa- 
tion, made up of the larger companies, there is now an organization of inde- 
pendent producers and distributors. Will these two organizations have the 
foresight to rule against the renting of pictures to churches and Y. M. C. A’s? 

Maybe they will. I have my doubts, tho, that they will do so volun- 
tarily, any more than any cannibal would, of his. own accord, discontinue his 
cannibalism.

Baltimore City Council Pres- 
ident ‘‘Feeling Out’’ Mayors 
of Cities Permitting 
Sabbath Shows 


Baltimore, Md., Dec. 31.—A_ questionnaire 


being circulated by Howard Bryant, president 
of the Baltimore City Council, among the 
Mayors of many large cities thruout the 


country where Sunday motion pictures are per- 
mitted, may result in a bill being presented to 
the Maryland Legislature allowing local option 
on the question of Sunday picture shows, 


Sunday movies are not permitted in Mary- 
land, and there has been considerable feeling 
for some time back that the public is entitled 
to have this form of amusement on Sundays. 
Council President Bryant’ stated that the 
questionnaire he addressed to various city 
heads asked them whether Sunday movies in 
their particular cities have resulted unsatis- 
factorily with reference to maintaining pub- 
lic order on the Sabbath. Depending upon the 
answers received, President Bryant may urge 
the Legislature to pass a local option law. 

Mr. Bryant stated that the question of Sun- 
day amusements was brought up at his home 
last week when a number of guests present 
discussed the matter. Following this discus- 
sion, he said: “I determined to find out how 
Sunday moving picture theaters were conducted 
in some of our largest cities and their effect 
on the public. I do not know what the result 
will be, but ft seems to me that it might be 
a good thing to ask the Legislature to pase 
a bill giving Maryland cities home rule in 
the matter of Sunday movies, 


“Such cities as Cumberland, Frederick of 
Hagerstown might want their picture theaters 
open on Sunday, while other cities might op- 
pose them. A State-wide Sunday movie bill 
probably would be unpopular. The question, I 
believe, shonld be left to the cities to de- 
termine for themselves. For example, the 
Legislature could pass a Dill authorizing the 
Mayor and city council of Baltimore or 
Cumberland to open their theaters on Sunday 
by ordinance If such an ordinance could be 
passed without such opposition the question 
would be settled for the city so acting. Cities 
that did not want their theaters open on 
Sunday could let the question alone by re- 
fusing to have their councils act. 


“In cases where public opniion is strongly 
against Sunday movies the ordinance could be 
voted down in the council. If there should 
be opposition to action by the Mayor and city 
council, it might be possible to let the people 
of the cities decide the question by a fef- 
erendum.”"

Unquestionably this picture is the best thing 
shown on Broadway for the past few months. 
“Big Brother’ is the nearest approach to “The 
Miracle Man" since that picture was produced.

“Big Brother’’ is a living story of the New 
York underworld; of the reformation of the 
hard-boiled leader of the Car Barn Gang thru 
his love for a little street urchin who looks up 
to him as the ultimate ideal of manhood.

This has, 
of course, been its defense for a long time, 
but I repeat it as the most perfect argument 
in favor of California as a permanent pro- 
duetion center.

“Then there is an economie reason why pro- 
ductions must continue in the West. Millions 
of dollars are invested there in studio equip- 


ment. It would take years of building and the 
investment of additional fortunes to parallel the 
facilities that are now in existence in the Cali- 
fornia studios. Today when economy is the 
loudest cry in the industry, why make a tre- 
mendous additional outlay of capital merely 
to duplicate equipment that now meets every 
possitle requirement? 

“But the producers who are boosting New 
York point to it as a solution to the problem 
of reducing the salaries of the screen players 
by using the stars of the legitimate theaters 
on Broadway. This is exactly where I am at 


greatest odds with them. 
“Anyone who attempts to give the screen 
over to stage artists makes the gravest kind 


of mistake. With no reflection on those people 
who have distinguished themselves in the thea- 
ter, pictures do not need them. he most 
successful screen stars are those who have been 
developed by film work, not by stage experi- 
ence.

dramatist. In this part of the country, far 
removed from railroads, out of contact with 
practically all that makes for progress in the 
balance of the country, bave grown up @ race 
of men still living in the world of a centwy 
ago. At least that ts true as far as speech 
goes, and it is also true as to much of their 
knowledge. These folk have been visited by 
Vercy MacKaye and *‘This Fine-Pretty World" 
is his attempt to transfer them to the stage. 

Interest In the play is centered mainly tn the 
manner and customs of these quaint 
iwople. The plot of the piece is nothing start- 
ling in itself; its manner of working out thra 
the peculiarities of the mountain folk is most 
interesting. We see a man wanting to get rid 
of his wife so that he may marry a younger 
woman, the hatching of a conspiracy to defame 
the wife so that this may be effected and the 
trial of the action. Thru it all there runs the 
vein of mysticism which tinges all the Hfe of 
these people. It is the simple mysticism of a 
folk with the Bible as Its sole source of learn- 
ing, a source of which the authority ts never 
to be questioned. 

The author has done exceedingly well in 
getting these people behind the footlights. 
They ring true as characters; their ways of 
speech and their reactions to the situations «are 
of unflagging ‘nterest. The work of the play- 
ers in this connection is excellent, too. Par- 
ticularly that of Aline MacMahon. In this 
uctress The Neighborhood Players have one 
who is quite evidently wrapped up in ber work, 
who gives every ounce of herself to the por- 
trayal of the character she has in hand. Miss 
MacMahon is not only a good actress in the 
sense that she has a good command of voice 
and gesture, but she is a good listener. She 
takes an interest in what the other players are 
doing, even where she {s not immediately :sn- 
cerned. To me this Is always a surer indica- 
tion of a player's quality than anything else 
he or she might do, 

BE. J. Ballantine, John F. Reche, Joanna Roos, 
Albert Carroll, Perry Ivins, Esther Mitchell, 
Pamela Gaythorne and Reba Garden have the 
other principal roles, and they all do well with 
them.

“Roseanne” is the third play with all Negro 
characters to be presented in New York within 
the past few years. Each one of these bas had 
but a Limited appeal and while “Roseanne” 
may have a better chance at hitting the public 
taste than its predecessors I doubt It. 

It may have, tho, and if it does it will be 
because of the characterization and a scene 
showing a colored congregation in the throes of 
religious emotion rather than the play itself. 
The latter deals with a not too convincing story 
of @ woman whore whole life and faith are 
wrapped up in a girl she mothers and tn her 
church. The preacher stands for trutth ‘tself to 
her and when she finds he has made her girl 
steal and has seduced her her world is shaken 
to its foundations. The girl dies and she de- 
nounces the preacher In open meeting to his 
flock. They pursue him, threatening a lynching 
if they effect his capture, He seeks refuge in 
, and she, moved by his carnest 
plea that he has found good at last, misdirects 
his pursuers and sets him free. 

Now this story, which has some power, is not 
too well told. It lacks motivation in spots suf- 
ficiently numerous to make one suspect the 
veraciousness of the story. Thus the Interest 
iags and while it is whipped up by a scene 
cr two, notably that of the congregation tn ae- 
fon as referred to above, it drops far too Gat 
for the play's good. 

Casting white people for Negro characters 
has ite difficulties, too, and they have not been

But these are not enough to 
keep the play up at the requisite level of in- 
terest. One finds a certain measure of satin 
faction at getting what ie evidently an authen- 
tle picture of some aspects of Negro Life, but 
one comes away dissatisfied with tire play as 
a whole. It can truthfally be said that “‘Rose- 
anne” ts good and bad in spots. Whether the 
good sufficiently outweighs the bad to put the 
play over is for others than myself to say.

this admirable comedienne with the magnetic 
personality, and now, more than ever, does she 
dominate for every second each scene in which 
she participates—in fact ome can never get 
enough of Blanche Ring, and this is the best 
pert she has had since ehe replaced Hattle 
Wiliams as star of ‘Vivian's Papas’. The 
former ‘Jersey Lily of Bedelia’’ fame certainly 
was an outstanding feature of the produc- 
tion, altho by no means was she alone in ex- 
cellence of playing. The entire cast is superior 
and worthy well balanced, well typed and 
eminently capable. Marion Coakley, first as @ 
gawky country girl and later as a sweet 
ingenue, was most convincing, and showed pass- 
ing emotional depths, which primarily had been 
well camouflaged. She was dainty and charm- 
ing. Gail Kane, as Mrs. Dunmore, bad an un- 
gracious part, but made the most of it, play- 
ing with force, beautiful enunciation and superb 
diction. Eruce McRae bad a fine grip on the 
part, altho inclined to be rather explosive in 
his delivery, reminding me at times somewhat 
of Ferdinand Gottschalk. Vincent Serrano as 
Reggie Wynne, a man about town, was well 
cast, playing the bit with assurance and just 
the right touch. A less clever plarer than Mr. 
Serrano could easily have overdone the role. 
Charies Abbe, who years ago played witb 
Proctor’s Fifth Avenue stock company, had a 
couple of good acenes; Helen Flint as Lulu 
Deane was pretty and effective, reading her 
lines beautifully; Ernest Lambart made the 
tole of Charlie Morton stand ont well; Harold 
Vermilye made an excellent Homer Wickham; 
John Troughton wes an acceptable butler, and 
George Alison, who had but one scene as Dr. 
Wallace, lent a rare and foreeful distinction, a 
polished manner and an intellectual dominance. 

The dialog of ‘The Alarm Clock” is scin- 
tillating, effervescent and well punctuated with 
comedy punches. The one set, an Interior, de- 
signed by Paul Alten and painted by Edward 
G. Unitt, reflects great credit on them. 
There was one reflection, however, that should 
be remedied by whoever directed the lighting. 
The action of the piece takes place in a room 
in Bobby Brandon’s home, New York City, on 
& summer morning, the second act being an 
AFTERNOON three months later, while the 
last ix the following morning. In all three 
acts the sunlight coming thru the window fell 
actoss a painting, stage left, at exactly the 
same angle, showing a vertical shaft of Night 
which fluminated perpendicularly about one- 
fourth of the picture. This never changed in 
the slightest, and recalled to me Joshua, who 
made the sun stand still. As this was the 
only defect, perhaps I shouldn't have mentioned 
it, but perchance it may be corrected. If so, it 
oxe been worth while. 

The story of this adaptation by Avery Hop- 
wood fs of a Mrs. Dunmore, still married, but 
who hovers about Bobby Brandon, and, think- 
ing he is living too fast an existence, induces 
Dr. Wallace to scare Bobby by telling him he 
bas gout and that it is serious. Further ad- 
viee from the doctor Is to the effect that Bobby 
must have rest, nething to excite bim, or more 
serious results will obtain. Reference i* made

It would be impossible to recall all the 
laughs, but that one about the lean of a bun- 
dred dollars with the ‘‘gooby’’ punch was a 
scream, and the tag—oh, that tag was a WOW! 
The construction of the last part of the final 
act is the most admirable I bave seen in many 
and many a day, holding a suspended interest 
until the fast moment and keeping all in their 
seats until the final curtain.

Perhaps it is not so surprising as some people 
seem to think that Bernard Shaw should choose 
Joan of Arc as the heroine of bis latest play. 
Becanse she was a mystic, a saintly person, is 
no reason why the bumanity, the power, the in- 
tensity of her should not be felt by those who 
specialize in the application of common sense to 
their thinking. Rather ts it the reverse, Joan 
of Arc drove Anatole France, a confirmed agnos- 
tie, to writing a life of her; Joan of Are drove 
Mark Twain, a confirmed agnostic, to writing a 
life of her; Joan of Are drove Bernard Shaw, if 
not an agnostic then a nonreligionist, to writing 
a play of her. Each one of these men con- 
ceived Joan differently, and under Shaw's treat- 
ment, as you might expect, she is less the 
saint than the girl, less the mystic than the 
peasant with the Messianic mission. It is 
Sbhew's intention to demonstrate again that 
saints are made when they are dead and not 
appreciated when they are living. 

In “Saint Joan’’ Joan is pictured as a gir! 
driven persistently on by her ‘‘voices"’ to over- 
come the greatest obstacles, achieving all that 
she set out to do, ready to go back to her home 
with her mission accomplished, only to be 
dragged before the inquisitorial court on a charge 
of heresy, condemned and burned. Shaw pits 
her clarity of mind against the doll wits of a 
lot of dunderheads set in high places. He does 
not call her trial a malicious act. He shows 
ber before her judges, condemning herself re- 
peatedly, In spite of thelr expressed intention 
to find a way of escape for ber, if that be pos- 
sible. She persists in doing the one thing which 
forees them to condemn her. She is, by her 
acts and words, a confirmed heretic, and this 
crime is so enormons that it entirely outweighs 
the good she has done in their eyes. That is 
historically correct. It has been so always; it 
is so today, The leader of thought is alwars in 
danger when he challenges the existing state 
with his innovations, That is the crime of 
erimes and he must suffer, This is Shaw's 
lesson in “Saint Joan”. It fs, with the excep- 
tion of an eplilog which to me seems unneces- 
sary, beautifully told, sincerely told. 

There is little of the old Shavian wit in 
‘Saint Joan’. A shaft or two there is, mainly 
at the expense of England, bat of the brilliance 
of the earlier plays, bardly a trace. Instead 
there is conviction, sincerity and consideration 
shown fn almost every line of the play proper. 
As Mark Twain's style changed when he came 
to write his Joan of Arc and a sweetness and 
simplicity came to his writing of it, eo has it 
come to Shaw; tempered only a little here and 
there by his irrepressible need of taking a 
sly dig at the English on every possible occasion. 
1 am now speaking of the play itself. The 
epilog is another matter. This ts crammed 
with typical Shavian thrusts, but they don't 
quite come off. They seem out of key with 
the play, and besides, this extra act makes the 
performance inordinately long. If I had my 
way, and I bow to no one fn my admiration of 
Shaw, I would throw the epilog in the alley and 
1 dare say the Theater Guild would too, did 
it dare. But Mr. Shaw is a grim man to 
deal with when It comes to tampering with his 
plays, and it is “hands off when it comes to 
touching them with alien fingers, So I suppose 
the epilog will stay in, tho I belleve that 
anyone but the author himself would throw it 
out. 

As to the Guild's part in producing the play 
it calls for nothing but praise. It is cast splen- 
didly—mounted with lavish care. Winifred Leni- 
han, as Joan, gives a magnificent performance 
of a trying role. She looks the part and gets al- 
most all of ite value out in the acting. In the 
earlier scenes she could not be improved on. 


The trial scene, she needs to work into. I 
have no doubt that after a month of playing she 
will be just as fine here as in the preceding 
scenes. As it is Miss Leniban is giving a 
mighty competent reading of the role and reach- 
ing a height she has not attained before. At 
her present rate of progress she is going to be 
one of our finest actresses and that before 
long, too. 

Joan is the center of attraction thruout the 
play, of course, but there are several other 
parts which are well drawn and just as well 
played. The Robert of Ernest Cossart is one 
of them. It is a fine, straightforward bit of 
acting, with conviction attaching to every line 


of it. William M. Grifith, as the steward; 
Frank Tweed, as Bertrand; Albert Bruning, as 
the Archbishop of Rheims; Herbert Ashton, as 


constable of France; Yhilip Letgh, as the 
Dauphin; Maurice Colbourne, as Dunols; Ian 
Maclaren, as Cauchon; A. H. Van Buren, as the 
Earl of Warwick, and Joseph Macaulay, as the 
Inquisitor, all give splendid performances. 
Henry Travers is magnificent as Warwick's 
chaplain, a little priest with a waspish tongue, 
who ts entrusted with most of Shaw’s flings 
at the English. Mr. Travers whips these over 
with great gusto, builds up a solid characteriza- 
tion by painstaking work and in a burst of 
remorse in the last act shows a power of emo- 
tional expression that one little expects of him. 
This role ealls for a wide range of acting and 
Mr. Travers lacks nothing called for in It. 
As an example of acting virtuosity it bas no 
equal on roadway at the present moment. 

Besides the performances noted there are 
quite a number of smaller parts, all of which 
@re exceedingly well played. The play has 
been carefully cast and ably directed. Philip 
Moeller, who was responsible for its staging, 
has never done better work. I suspect that his 
fingers itch to get the scissors out and wield 
them unmercifully, but despite the arid places 
im the play—and there are a few—and that 
long epilog, he has succeeded in making the 
performance one that is full of beauty and 
interesting. The settings by Raymond Sovey 
are excellent; the details of lighting have been 
well attended to. Altogether the Guild has 
spread itself om this play, and it was mac- 
nificently well worth the doing. It is the 
most significant play on Broadway, and if it is 
not Shaw at his very best it comes mighty 
nearly being #0. It is the sort of play that 
even a play reviewer, weary of mind and tired 
of body after seeing his eighth production during 
the week, wants to see more than once again. 

Shaw almost at his best and given a 
most worthy production.

The story of Littl Red 
Riding Hood and the Wicked Wolf formed the 
nucleus of a musical elaboration that branched 
off into the roads that led to the world of 
Mother Goose characters and fairyland, 

Florence Liss as Little Red Riding Hood 


Was as lovely as childbood’s mental picture 


of Sleeping Beauty, altho little Miss Liss was 
very much awake to her opportunities and 
made the most of them. Her miniature so- 
prano, sweet and flute like, carried well and 
was always pleasing to the ear. 

‘letcher Norton, as the Wicked Wolf, who 
was the sly villain who pursued Little Red 
Riding Hood, gave his youthful anditors many 
a thrill with the sheer pewer of his voice and 
startling adroitness of movement, while the 
slimness of his Harlequin was the envy of 
every corpulent adult in the audience. 

Barbara Bruce «as Robin, Prince Valiant, 
Little Red Riding Heod’s protector and suitor, 
was a picturesque and gallant figure, acting 
and singing with delightful spiritedness. 

Edoa Bachman made a radiant and beautiful 
Good Fairy, while Rita Matthias was as dark- 
browed and naughty as an Evil Fairy should 
be. 

Alfred Hemming as Little Johnnie Stout, and 
Rupert Cuthbert as little Jimmie Green tmme 
diately won the confidence of the Httle ones 
present and took them on a gay excursion into 
the land of boyish pranks that was marked by 
great hilarity. 

Joe Edmunds as ‘‘The Dame" scored heavily, 
especially with this reviewer, becanse he re- 
minded her in method and voice of her fa- 
vorite slap-stick comedian, the late George 
Monroe. The first time we saw George Monroe, 
in our kiddy days, when be was Aunt Bridget 
in vaudeville, it was necessary for us to be 
escorted from the theater because of a violent 
attack of hicconghs prought on by laughter. 

And, oh, my, there were little bear and lit- 
tle wolf choruses that were just toe cute and 
funny for words, a baby pig who made as much 
ado and weewee as the tem little pigs that 
went to the market, and a collapsible horse 
that sat on the clown. 

A ballet, arranged and directed by E. Betty 
Miller, Is deserving of praise, as were also the 
costumes executed by Olga Meerwuald. 

The settings designed Dy Rhea Wells, after 
the style of those used im the old English 
pantomimes, offered just the right colors and 
themes to hold juvenile eyes. 

Last, but not least, there was a chorus that 
toned for the fewness of its members with a 
beauty and lithsome grace that outshadowed 
Ziegfeld’s best. 

Here’s to Mr, Alfred Hemming! May he live 
long and prosper, and stage each year in Green- 
wich Village ye olde English pantomime and 
barlequinade!

ALEXANDER GUSTAVE EIFFEL 


LEXANDER GUSTAVE EIFFEL, 91, famed constructor of the 
tower which bears his name, died December 27, in Paris, of 
cerebral congestion. Eiffel had worked regularly in his lab- 

oratory until last summer, when the first symptoms of the cerebral 
trouble appeared. Altho Eiffel was known to America principally 
for the tower which, despite the progress in engineering during the 
last 25 years remains the highest structure in the world, he was 
renowned in Europe for the last sixty years as one of the most 
brilliant engineers of the century. Some of the biggest bridges and 
viaducts in France owe their existence to his engineering genius, and 
the great railway bridge of Porto, with its 160-meter span, was his 
work. In recent years Eiffel had been interested in meteorological 
study and aviation. 

The history of the construction of the Eiffel Tower is perhaps 
the greatest engineering romance. When Eiffel proposed the con- 
struction of the tower 300 meters high for the Paris Exposition of 
1889, he called down on his head almost universal ridicule. He per- 
sisted, however, and finally obtained a subsidy of 1,500,000 francs for 
the task, and three years later was able to hoist the French flag on 
the highest of all structures.
